program for low-moderate hous- 
ing. 
FinCom head Dr. Albert Green- 
berg told the TOWNSMAN he 
agreed with League findings, and 
lifted a corner of the budget cur- 
tain to reveal that the ladies’ 
request has been anticipated. 

Consultations with Planning 
Board head Harold King and C ham- 
ber of Commerce president Archi- 
bald Maclaren, beginning in De- 
cember, he said, led to the Fin- 
Com’s approving and earmarking 
funds for an in-depth study of 
Andover’s open land, to determine, 
and provide to the Andover Hous- 
ing Authority, a choice of feasible 
sites and optimum locations for 
low-moderate housing complexes 
and also for futuré apartment 
building proposals. 

League vice president Mrs. 
William Scheerer said a League 
aim in urging more lower income 
housing is to preserve and en- 
courage diversity in Andover. She 
noted that many people whose skills 
aid the community, such as fire- 
men, teachers, police, skilled 
workers, and others find it in- 
creasingly difficult to remain in 
Andover, and others of lower in- 
comes are discouraged from mov- 
ing in, because of the dearth of 
private or public lower income 
housing. Besides individual hard- 
ships, she said that the lack of 
adequate lower income housing 
will render Andover financially 
topheavy, without balance and di- 
versity. 

Cites Evidence 

As evidence, she noted that An- 
dover’s ‘‘praiseworthy” public 
housing complexes, comprise only 


136 units, which falls far short of | 


the minimum for adequacy called 
for by new state legislation on 
low-income housing, Chapter 774. 

Passage of Chapter 774, which 
provides for over-riding of local

One of the most disturbing things in this day, is the 
practice of young people not to use sidewalks.
